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Early Thursday morning the fourth 
disastrous fire occurred

Blue Mountain House, w as totally de­ 
stroyed, along with a kitchen a short 
[ distance away. 
The 
fire is supposed 
to have started from a 
defective flue 
! in the sitting room, a s there had been 
a hot fire kept during 
the evening on 
account of the extreme cold. 


Mrs. Wolford and her son, the only 
persons in the building, 
had retired, 
and did not know of 
the 
fire 
until 
aroused by neighbors 
who discovered 
it and gave the alarm . They had bare­ 
l y time to escape from 
the 
building 
and were unable to 
save any of their 
personal effects. 
The 
only pieces of 
I furniture taken from 
the rooms were 
a table, two chairs and a bed. 
The neighbors made efforts to save 
the surrounding 
buildings 
and 
suc- 
i reeded in preventing 
the destruction 
of the stable, which was on fire sever­ 
al times, by throwing 
snow 
on 
the 
I flames.

guests,

The big Blue Mountain 
Hotel

last, with a loss 
of over $100,000, and during that fire 
sparks caused the 
destruction of the 
handsome residence 
of Oliver Ott, a 
mile away in the valley.

Two weeks ago a disaster of a diff­ 
erent kind happened in

cality. Heavy snows crushed the large 
skating rink, bowling alleys and g a r ­ 
age of O. lh Shirely, causing dam age 
to the extent of $10,000.

JAPAN CASUALTIES SMALL 


Official 
Report Says Only 
Eighteen 
Were Killed. 
New York, Jan. 23.—An offl ial re­ 
port giving the casualties and damage 
caused by the eruption, earthquake 
and tidal wave of last week on th** 
Japanese island of Sakura and in the 
town of Kagoshima, was received by 
tile Japanese consul general here. The 
report says: 
“On £akura, nine villages, composed 
of 84u houses, were destroyed, out of 
the total of eighteen villages on the 
Island. The nnmber of des tm* among 
the population was not 1JKX consider­ 
able as at first b c iie v e rrtp f probably 
will prove unexpectedly entail, 
“In Kagoshima the deaths cam bered 
eighteen; the severely injured eighty- 
seven, and tiles lightly hurt seventy- 
one. Thirty-five houses collapsed; 118 
were partly destroyed and many oth 
ers slightly damaged. 
The principal 
public buildings were not Injured. 
“In Kimotru and Kira counties the 
damage caused by falling ashes and 
pumice -stone affected 20,duo people, 
who will need relief. 
“Nearly half the fugitives have re 
turned to Kagoshima, where order is 
being restored. The public schools are 
to be reopened ii a few days.”

For an hour an I a half Hie committee 
debated, Representative Baker urglnp 
the immediate opening of hearings 
Further consideration was postponed 
finally until Jan. 29. 
Secretary Bryan was optimistic In 
commenting upou the diplomatic tit 
nation. 
“We are hopeful of a satisfactory 
solution soon," he said, hut declined 
to indicate the basis of his hope, lh 
explained that no exchanges between 
the Japanese embassy and the state 
department had followed the delivery 
of Baron Makino’s address before the 
parliament, but that an otfderstandiog 
had been readied between the Japa 
nese foreign office and the state de 
partment whereby the details of the 
extensive correspondence between the 
two governments should not be dis 
closed. 
Hecretary Bryan declined to staff 
whether an answer would b** delivered 
to the Japanese note delivered by Vis 
count Chimin last Angust. 
A new treat, to define the rights of 
Japanese in America, treating parti' 
ularlv the subject of naturalization 
though not taken up in any of life of 
flelal notes, was informally discussed 
between Secretary Bryan an I Ami as 
sador Chimla. 
It had been suggested 
that the allen land law, which started 
the dispute in California, lie tented ii 
the courts, but Japan con *1 iered that 
to do so would be to abandon It

Emperor Menelik was born at A v 
kobar, July 17, 1841, lie was a son of 
11 aoli 
Melicoth, Iii)": of Siioa, and 
was n'poled to Ye a direct descendant 
of the Queen of Sheba and King Solo­ 
mon. 
When his father died, Menelik wa* 
inly twelve years old. 
The throne of 
Abyssinia was seized by Kassal, gov­ 
ernor of Koudor, who took Menelik 
captive and proclaimed himself em ­ 
peror, but Menelik escaped and be­ 
came ruler of the kingdom of Ghoa. 
Menelik became famous chiefly in 
connection 
with 
the war between 
Abyssinia and Italy, when he organized 
an army of 70,000 men and defeated 
the Italians In a series of battles, dic­ 
tating his own term s of peace. One of 
the fiercest battles of the war was 
fought at Adowa, on March I, 1890, 
when the Italians lost more than 4200 
whites and 2000 native troops In killed 
and wounded. The Abyssinians admit­ 
ted a loss of 3ooo men. 
Menelik declared himself a Christian 
and maintained a church establish* 
meat in which there was a mixture of 
Christianity and heathenism. 
The heir to the throne, Prince Iddj 
Jeassu, is only eighteen years old. He 
is said to possess great intelligence 
and speaks English, French and Ger­ 
man. 
He was chosen several years 
ago by Menelik himself as the heir ap­ 
parent. 
Menelik is said to h are possessed a 
private fortune of $25,000,000.

Business Men Believe Only the Elimi­ 


nation of Dictator Can Save Mexican 


Banks. 


Mexico City, Mex., Dec. 23.—By a 
presidential decree every day until the 
end of the present year Is made a le­ 
gal holiday in order to check the run 
on the banks here, particularly that on 
the Bank of London and Mexico. 
On the promulgation of this decree 
the Bank 
of 
London and Mexico, 
which had closed a few hours earlier, 
reopened Us doors, hut refrained from 
paying deposits. 
Provisional President Huerta says 
In the decree he deems such action 
necessary to protect the banks until 
public confidence is more nearly re­ 
store I. By the decree the banks are 
absolved from fheetine any obllga ion 
until Jan. 2. 
It applies to all banking 
houses, whether a bank of issue or 
not. 
W ith the exception of the Bank of 
London and Mexico and the Central 
bank, none lias yet taken advantage 
of the decree, and business at tho 
other Institutions is being conducted 
as usual. Crowds gathered about tho 
doors of the two banks mentioned, 
but there was no disorder. Both banks 
ere being strongly guarded by police. 
The elimination of General Huerta 
bv Jan. I is the only thing that can 
thwart the complete financial wreck 
of Mexico, in the opinion of business 
men in Mexico City aud throughout 
the republic. 
It was learned from a semi-official 
source that the business men of the 
capital, acting 
with those in Vera 
Crux and elsewhere, are planning to 
lay the situation before General Huer­ 
ta, asking him to get out. on the 
ground that a crash of all banks is 
inevitable if he remains In office.
